KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 13.— 
Ear] Hodgerson. one of five con- 
victs of the Missouri State peniten- 
tiary who escaped from the prison 
canning factory Sept. 3 and who 
was captured Sept. 28 in Los An- 
geles, escaped again today when he 
jumped through the window of a 


Missouri Pacific train in the yards 
here as he was being returned to 
Jefferson City in care of Col. Wil- 
MeGregor, member of the 


Penal Board. 
When Hodgerson was picked up 
in Los Angeles and identified as 


the escaped convict. about half of 
the penitentiary guards applied for 
the trip to Calfiornia to bring him 
back, expenses of the trip to be 
paid by the State. To their sur- 


prise, the assignment was given to 
McGregor. He left Jefferson City 
Oct. 2. 

As the eastbound train pulled 
out of Kansas City at 9:30 o’clo: x 
this morning, Hodgerscn received 
permission to enter the washroom, 
it was said. He lost no tim:« in 
going through the window, and 
when McGregor learned he was 
gone no trace of him could be 
found.

SYNTHETIC ALCOHOL PROCESS — 


FOUND BY FRENCH CHEMISTS 


Scientists Hope Also to Develop | 


of Making Good 


Motor Fuel.

PARIS. Oct. 13.—By the manu- 
facture of synthetic alcohol, which 
the inventors believe can be car- 
ried a step further eventually to 
produce synthetic oil, France hopes 
to become independent of America 
with respect to motor fuel. 

The director of the national re- 
search office says the manufacture 
of synthetic alcohol with water and 
coal already has reached a practi- 
cal stage and that the first factory 
will be sfarted at Lens in a few 
months. 

The process consists of project- 
ing steam into live coal. Two gases 
result. hydrogen and carbon mo- 
noxide, which are subjected to 
high pressure and temperature in 
a tube filled with grains of.iron or

nickel Chemists believe 
modifying the materials and the 
temperature, they will be able to 


transform the gases into an oil as 
good as to the Pennsylvania prodi- 
uct.

EX-SOLDIERS’ VIEW 
CHANGES SENTIMENT 


Many Members in Favor of 
Delay Until After Ameri- 
can Elections; New Bud- 

get Shows Small Surplus. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Oct. 13.—A wave of pes- 
Simism concerning ratification of 


the Washington debt settlement 
submerges the lobbies ot the Cham: 
ber of Deputies. The Finance 
Committee considers the question 
today. 

The special committee which has 
been investigating the agreement 
has finished its work. it makes 
neither criticisms nor recommen- 
dations regarding the Mellon-Ber- 
enger agreement, contenting itself 
with a general clearing up of the 
prineipa) points involved. 

Many members of. both the Fi- 
nance and Foreign Relations Com- 
mittees are reported adverse to 
considering the question at al) un- 
til after the American elections 

The tendency which was strong- 
ly toward ratification 10 days ago 
has turned decidedly since the Dep- 
uties began to return from ‘she 
provinces for the present session !n 
greater numbers. The predictions 
now are that the Government wil] 
have a hard time to get the agree- 
ment ratified. 

Predicts Modification Demand. 

M. Franklin-Bouillon, chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee of the Chamber, vehemently 
expressed the opinion in the lob- 
bies that the Washincton settlement 
never would “be ratified as it 
stands. He declared also that the 
Government probably would not de- 
mand ratification without modifica- 
tions. 

The change in sentiment on the 
part of many deputies is safd to be 
due largely to the recent action of 
the  ex-soldiers in protesting 
against France assuming too great 
a burden in the question of debts. 
The pronunciamentos of some lead- 
ers in the Republican unton group 
in the chamber, to which Louis 
Marin, Minister of Pensions, be- 
longs, also are felt to be responsi- 
ble. These leaders have declared 
that their group will vote against 
ratifiction, minus perhaps only one 
voice, which ig suppoged to be that 
of M. Marin himself. 

Budget Shows Surplus. 

Ever since Sunday there has 
been less insistence, eyen in gov- 
ernmental circles, as to ratification 

The Poincare Government 1a38 
introduced a budget in the Cham- 
ber of Depyties, which. for the 
first time since the "World War, 
shows an apparent. surplus. 

Premier Poincare estimated that 
the total expenditures for 1927 
would be 39,382,000,000 francs, 
while receipts would be 39,960,000,- 
000. Under the Government's plan 
the surplus of 578,000,000 francs 
(about $14,550,000) will be utilized 
to speed up home production, espe- 
cially in wheat, to obviate the ne- 
cessity of importing from countries 
having a high exchange. Appro- 
priations for payments on the for- 
elgne debts are provided for to the 
amount of 2,375,000,000 frances, of 
which 1.500,000,000 is expected to 
come from reparations paymgnts. 


British Diplomat Deplores ‘Whin- 
ing Over U. S. War Debt. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 13. — 
Henry G. Chilton, charge d’affairs 
of the British Embassy at Washing- 
t - said yesterday he was glad the 
“shouting and the tumult” over the 
British war debt had died down. 

“] have little sympathy for those 
who whine about it or complain 


about it,”’ he asserted, “because it 
seems to me that in the first place 
t whining and complaining simply 
reduce’ our credit and by so much 
diminishes the benefit we gained by 


lour action, and secondly because it 


is neither manly nor dignified.” 

Chilton spoke at a_ luncheon 
given by the English Speaking 
Union and the Trans-Atlantic So- 
clety. 

“My ospel in the matter of debts 
whether public or private is that it 
ig better for the debtor to pay them 
in full !f. he can, or at least ‘as 
much as he can, for by doing so 
he e-establishes confidence In his 
integrity and reacquires’ credit 
which, as we all know, ts the key- 
stone of all bus'ness and prosperity 


“You may, however. be certain 
that in spite of the criticisms of 
c ain writers in the press and 


even certain experts in finance and 
political. economy, who like the 
meanest of us are entitled to their 
own opinions, the British Govern. 
ment and the large majority of 
plain men in Great Britain feel

BOONVILLE, Mo., Oct. 13.—E. 
B. Turner, a son-in-law of Charles 
W. Nixon, former hg adof the Nixon 
Farm Mortgage Co., was shot and 
killed at noon today by C. Ceckrill, 
former officer of the Kemper Mili- 
tary Academy, following an argu- 
ment in Turner’s real estate office 
here. 

it is understood Cockrill had in- 
vested his life savings in the Nixon 
Co., now defunct. The failure of 
the company recently was investi- 
gated by a grand jury. Turner 
worked for Nixon until! a few years 
ago. Since then he has been in busi- 
ness for himself. 

Arriving on a noon train from 
Kansas City, Cockrill went direct to 
Turner's office. He exchanged an- 
gry words with Turner and drew a 
revolver. Turner begged him not 
to shoot, according to a witness 
but Cockrill fired three times 
wounding Turner in the chest. arm 
and hip Turner died within a 
few minutes. 

Cockrill was arrested immediate 


ly and admitted the killing He 
refused to mak, a statement, say- 
ing Turner's stenographer, Miss 
Maggie Harvey. would tell the 
story. 

Miss Harvey Was seated at a 


typewriter when Cockrill entered 


As Cockrill fired his revolver she 
ran to the street, and almost vase 
hit by a bullet. She was hysthert. 
cal and unable to tell about he 
quarrel except to «say Turner

Cockrill, who ts about 45 vears 
old, teft Boonville 10 years ago 
Since then he has teen living tn 
California and New York 
Nixon quit Roonville after 
failure of his company.

Confusion as to Kiplinger’s con- 
nection with the case was created 
recently when Ira Holmes, another 
of Stephenson’s counsel, said he 
had been informed that his services 
were no longer wanted. The im- 
pression was given, Miller’ said, 
that all of Stephenson’s lawyers 
had been dismissed, and it was 
then that he entered the case on

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THE MISSOURI PRIMARY VOTE. 


The Post-Dispatch pointed out editorially yester- 
day that the New York Times’ star political writer, 
Richard V. Oulahan, sent out to size up the present 
campaign situation in Missouri, fell into the error of 
stating that the State’s senatorial candidates had no 
issue between them. . 

Mr. Oulahan was again led into making a mislead- 
ing statement when he said: “The Republicans have 
a strong organization. Its power was demonstrated 
in the party senatorial primaries this year, when, 
for the first time, the Republicans had a primary 
registration double that of the Democrats.” 

The Democratic primary vote of Missouri, ex- 
clusive of the City of St. Louis, exceeded the Re 
publican vote by 62,900. The total primary vote, 
including St. Louis, which is ordinarily a Repub- 
lican stronghold, shows the meager difference of 
9862 votes in favor of the Republicans. Therefore, 
instead of a 2-to-1 vote in favor of the Republicans, 
mathematics show that the entire State vote is only 
10 to 9 in favor of the Republicans. 

That ‘even this slight difference exists is due to 
the heated internal primary fight, waged between 
the Koeln and Miller factions for political supremacy 
in St. Louis, which brought out an abnormally large 
Republican vote, including a host of anti-Miller 
Democrats. 
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THE GOLTRA CASE. 
Victory in the Goltra case goes to the United States 
Government, as it should have done. The people 
of the Mississippi Valley, who are heartily ‘sick of 
this bootless battle among lawyers, will hope now to 
see the disputed boats and barges put into commis- 
sion and made to serve the needs of commerce. 
Only a war, with its upsetting of human judgment, 
coulf have precipitated such an absurdity as the 
Goltra case. Here were four towboats and a fleet of 
barges built with the people’s money.

Every previous offer for its use has been 
intended partially to divert the power away from the 
purposes for which it was constructed, i. e., cheap 
fertilizer for the farmer, during peace times, and 
nitrates for high explosives during war perioas. 

Cheap fertilizers would be a great boon to the 
American farmer. Each year, with decreasing fer- 
tility of the soil, his need for cheap fertilizer be-

. EUROPE AND THE LEAGUE. 

It is a strange reversion that Europe should have 
greater faith in the League of Nations than we have. 
Yet it would seem to be so. Our own faith has sunk 
to the vanishing point. Nor are we greatly to blame 
for that. The League was predicated upon justice, 
and the victory of the allies was too emphatic for 
justice. We ourselves, by making their victory com- 
plete, unmade the ideal we took into the war. 

But the League is there, and what we do not fully 
realize in this country is that all the Europeans, 
whether in or out or for or against, need it. The 


insists upon telling us this. It is no longer our 
League, but Europe's. It is no longer an American 
ideal; it is a European necessity. An Italian writer, 
Angelo Treves, is one of those who are telling us why 
this is so. 
' League, the comings and goings, the quarrels and 
complaints, he says: 

We do not know whether the League will sur- 
vive these bickerings or they will prove fatal. 
We do not under-rate the forces hostile to the 
League. But let us face these forces frankly. 
The people are all for the League. The powerful 
influences that have rallied against the League, 
or, better said, against its conversion into a true 
League of Nations and a powerful instrument of 
international democracy, are something separate 
and distinct. It is by no means impossible that 
they will be able to destroy the League by in- 
ducing its more reactionary members to secede, 
or that they will succeed in making it a mere 
fiction, as it was when it was founded, hoping 
thus to maintain the hegemony of certain Powers 
which conceal their true objects behind masks of 
false holiness and humanitarianism. Such people - 
would confine the League’s work to excellent but 
relatively unimportant matters, like controlling 
the white-slave trade, helping war prisoners, and 
suppressing the traffic in narcotics. Naturally 
these enemies will be greatly strengthened if a 
considerable number of democrats and revolution- 
ists join them in their campaign, scoffing at the 
League’s ideals, exulting over its difficulties, and 
greeting with an “I told you so” every setback ft 
receives. 

On the other hand, powerful influences and in- 
terests are laboring to save the League and to 
make it an effective agency for bringing about 
the unity of at least Europe, if not the world. 
These influences are not abstract and ideal. They 
obey iron laws of necessity. Europe is dying of 
her discords, and she does not want to die. The 
war and its results*may have made her a colony 
of American capitalism; but although a colony 
she still has a civilizing mission in the world 
which she cannot perform unless united. A 
Locarno of the West, a Locarno of the East, a 
Little and a. Baltic Entente, are each nuclei of 
greater aggregations all of which gravitate to 
Geneva. | 
This, then, is what the League of Nations has be- 

come—not an ideal but a something to which a sink- 
ing civilization tenaciously clings. Certainly we can 
watch that spectacle with interest, whether we were 
ever interested or not in the vision of the man who 
gave his life for it. 
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Charges that there is a political deal to send 
Charlie Hay to the United States Senate will not get 
very far with people who know anything about 
physics.

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THE PURSUIT OF TRUTH.

Kammerer was rendered despondent by the dis- 
closure, believing it had wrecked the work of his 
life and would dog him as-long as he lived, though 
he claimed innocence and thought the imposture 
might have been committed by a certain assistant, 
who had died before the discovery of the fraud. 
This incident indicates how seriously science and 
scientific men regard a departure from the truth. 
The pursuit of science is the pursuit of truth. Any 
departure from strict honesty and accuracy is a 
heinous offense. That, of course, is as it should 
be. Yet in what other profession or calling are 
the ethical standards so exalted and personal hon- 
or placed ai so high a premium as in the domain of 
science?

,A solid five-pound fish cut into 
steaks one inch thick. One-half 
pound fat pork sliced, two quarts 
of potatoes, sliced, three-quarters 
of a pound of pilot bread and 
enough pepper and salt to season 
well. In a good-sized family cook- 
ing pot fry out the pork until crisp 
and brown, take out about two- 
thirds of it, put in a layer of sliced 
potatoes with a layer of fish, sea- 
soning to taste, a layer of pilot 
bread, whole or broken in half. 
Begin again with pork, potatoes, 
then fish and pepper and salt, and 
pilot bread, until material is all 
used up, or the pot is fullenough.
